to grim m er topics, such as wage controls. 
Rut for the m oment he is underwriting the 
happy illusion that the United States can 
inflate its m ilitary spending without offset­ 
ting the inflationary effect with belt-tighten­ 
ing 


In Britain, austerity is nothing m ore my­ 
sterious than the obvious cure for something 
that was of deep concern in the United 
States as recently as 
a 
y ear 
ago. 
The 
Am erican people w ere spending so much 
money abroad, they couldn't balance their 
paym ents. The British have been living bet­ 
ter than they could afford to live. 
In this country', the problem dissolved of 
its own accord. No austerity was called 
for. President 
Eisenhow er 
proposed 
cut­ 
backs in allowances for fam ilies of over­ 
seas troops, but even those w ere rescinded. 
Austerity isn't a popular idea in the Unit­ 
ed States, not even in its softer shades.

1. There is a new flexibility 
in Soviet planning, procurem ent 
and disposal of goods.

ideas, particularly A m erican sales 
techniques, seem to be gaining 
favor in Moscow. 
3. An e n t i r e l y production- 
oriented economy seem s to be 
giving way to consum er-oriented 
policies. 
So says D. M aynard 
Phelps, 
past president of the A m erican 
M arketing Association 
and pro­ 
fessor of m arketing at the U ni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
Recently returned from Russia 
as the leader of a group of tour­ 
ing 
Am erican 
economists, 
Mr 
Phelps 
analyzes 
the 
changing 
ch aracter of Soviet com m ercial 
life 
rn 
the 
“ H arvard 
Business 
Kin sew ” 
The tour was pa,ii for by the 
Fond Foundation. 


SOVIET MARKETING is -strong 
perhaps stronger than we think, 
Mr. 
Phelps 
suggests. 
Russia s 
m arketing trends are tow ard self- 
service food retailing, like A m eri­ 
can 
superm arkets, 
and 
m o r e 
advertising and consum er credit 
plans. 
To be sure, the consum er side 
of the economy is not getting any­ 
thing like top priority but the 
volume of consum er goods has 
risen 
m arkedly 
since 
Stalin's 
death in 1953. 
Because the Soviet economy is 
expanding at a heady pace, there 
will be m ore consum er’s goods 
available to Russians in the fu­ 
tu re even if only the sam e pro­ 
port Kin of total resources is de­ 
voted to them 
lf, rn addition, a larger share 
of production is thrown into the 
consum er sector—at the expense 
of capital 
goods 
and 
m ilitary 
weapons—the Soviet standard of 
living, in Mr. Phelps’ view, could 
soon rise substantially. 
This would be especially true, 
he said. if farm output could be 
increased through autom ation and 
thus m ore 
m anpow er 
released 
for industry. 
Mr. Phelps 
believes it is un­ 
likely that consum er pressure for 
a higher standard of living will 
move Soviet leaders to m ake a 
substantial shift in present plan­ 
ning to turn out the good things 
of life for Ivan. 
He said 
"We can hardly count 
on 
the 
possibility 
of 
economic 
weakness, due to inadequacy of 
the m arketing system , as a de­ 
terrent to Soviet ambitions in any 
kind of w ar, hot or cold. Our 
rival for the world's 
favor 
is 
growing stronger internally 
“ The external objectives of the 
Com munist leaders are probably 
too strong to be put aside, even 
in part, by pressures from the 
consumer sector of the economy .” 
In the Soviet Union, the distribu­ 
tion of all goods and services is 
controlled bv the Council of Min­ 
isters, of which Premier Khrush­ 
chev is chairm an. The suprem e 
body 
supervises 
M inistries 
of 
Trade in each of the 15 Soviet 
republics.

E ast Europe can even learn about 
developm ents in the Communist 
countries — developm ents which 
m ore often than not have been 
withheld from them. 
“The room is open seven davs 
a week and we have hundreds of 
visitors each day.” explained Jay 
W. G ildner, form er director of the 
America House and now assistant 
to the presidential 
press secre­ 
tary , Pierre Salinger. 
Many new spapers — including 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
“The 
New 
York 
Tim es,” 
and 
"The Stars and Stripe* 
— are

Room.'* 


MR. GILDNER said m ore than 
5.030 pieces of 
m aterial, 
texts 
of President Kennedy’s speeches. 
West G erm an Chancellor Konrad 
A denauer’s unification policy, and 
other statem ents 
of free world 
leaders — are taken from the 
room each month 
“ This is a trem endous amount 
when you think of the risk the vis­ 
itors take to carry this m aterial 
back into C o m m u n i s t East 
Berlin,” Mr. Gildner pointed out. 
The E ast Reading Room is not 
the only 
p art 
of 
the A m en ca 
House patronized by the visitors 
from the Soviet Zone. They also 
m ay attend 
the 
movie 
theater, 


where they can see West Germ an 
newsreels and other films forbid­ 
den by the Communists. 
Since Russian is the m andatory 
second language rn E ast G erm an 
schools, the younger generation 
has little chance to learn English 
below college level. 
"W e have 13 English classes

enough

language, they attend discussion 
group* in English with West Ber­ 
liners and Am ericans.

Debussy is presented. 
The jazz concerts are most pop­ 
ular with young E ast Zoners since 
Communist party boss U lbncht 
frowns on this "decadent” type of 
music.

I A TELY , the East press has 
been sending in well-indoctrinated 
party line reporters over to the 
America House to do “ expose” 
stones. Typical of the blast that 
follows is one recently in "Neues 
Deutschland,” the official Com­ 
munist party newspaper in East

It began: “ The America House 
is a recruiting place 
for

, . , a mecca of stupidity, a fool's 
paradise and a nest of reptiles,” 
But like all truths that those in 
power try to keep hidden with 
censorship and slander, these a t­ 
tacks only generate a stronger 
desire to learn what has K en 
denied. 
Despite the threats and pres­ 
sures. people from the Soviet Zone 
take the elevated railway to the 
Zoo Station in West Berlin and 
visit the A m e r i c a House just 
across the street

officials A letter published bv the 
London Daily Telegraph says on 
this point: 
“ We are spending millions of 
pounds on defense, yet our secur­ 
ity can htv destroyed if such serv­ 
ice' as power, water, railways 
can be disrupted by the plots of a 
small caucus of union leaders who 
in their blind devotion to Marxism

in Britain are not dominated by

The London Telegraph, in an 
editorial,

basic reason why the Communists 
get control.

PORTLAND, Ore — There are 
many ways to introduce charm 
and originality

yard It doesn’t take a big hank 
roll or even a green thumb. 


For many families, that sparkle 
of originality will come from yard 
structures that double fanciful de­ 
sign with practicality. 


For example, many yards need 
divider screens to mark off the 
children’s play area, an unsightly 
compost pile, or a cutting garden 
where you can grow blooms spec­ 
ifically for house use instead of 
for garden adornment. 


For any of these purposes, a 
divider

signed as an arbor will be effec­ 
tive. And it will be a delightful 
addition to the yard, as w e 11 
Built tall enough, the arbor screen 
can also act as a curtain for the 
yard, increasing privacy. 


Common materials and simple 
tools — hammer and saw, level 
and square — are used to build an 
arbor yard divider Fir 4x4s, bolt­ 
ed to concrete piers to keep them 
free of the ground, can be used 
for the supporting posts, and the 
main beams can also be 4x4s. Oth­ 
er framing can be 2x4 fir. 
For the crown, use 1x6s set on 
edge to produce interesting sha­ 
dow patterns, lf the lxfis a r e 
.spaced a foot apart, they will 
make a good trellis for vines, 
though string guides may be need­ 
ed in the early stages of growth. 
Something very simple could be 
used for the screen’s design. Lou­ 
vers would be handsome, or it 
could be a simple pattern of 1x2s 
nailed vertically in the framework
